:heir Hint abode. Theironly neighbors 
>vere roving bands of Indians, who 
>roved peaceable and friendly when 
reated kindly by lhe new settlers. 
I'he tract occupied' by the Waltons 
was, 
of course, included in Penn'c 


grant, and when Penn arrived in 1683 
liey purchased it from him. 
The first settlers of Byberry were 


•'riends and it has always been u dis- 
inclly Quaker community.

irigiiial settlers built a 
primitive 


neeting house, which they covered 
vlth mud and bark. 
It stood on a 


•ite adjoining tlie old cemetery. 'Ihis

Why Backs Gets Harder Trial. 


Several limes recently the opinion 


lias been expressed that Bucks coun- 
ty's officials should have let New 
lersey prosecute Andreas Plewku lor 
the double murder perpetrated on a 
dredger on the Delaware river a few 
weeks ago, and since the criticism is 
unjust it is only fair to the officials of 
the count) to explain tbe situation. 


Bucks county, as a matter of fact, 


could not escape tbe prosecution. 
It 


was none of District Attorney Boyer's 
seeking, and it was taken up because 
tRe law provides that it is Bucks 
county's case. 
By a compact entered September 20, 


1783, 
between tbe states of Pennsyl- 


vania and New Jersey it was provided 
that each state shall enjoy and exer: 
cisea concuirent jurisdiction within 
4iid upon the water aud not upon the 
dry land between tbe shores of tbe 
Delaware; but tbat In all capita] and 
other offenses committed on said river 
the judicial investigation and deter- 
mination thereof shall be exclusively 
vested in tba state wherein tbe offen- 
der shall be first apprehended, arrested 
or procured. 


This was followed by the Pennsyl- 


vania-Act of 1786 which was passed 
to carry the otber Act into effect by 
extending the limit of the counties 
bordering upon tbe Delaware river to 
the sholo- of New Jersey. The Act 
has been:, passed upon and upheld 
ecveial times by Pennsylvania courts 
and atoo'upheld by the New Jeisey 
Supreme Couit in a case in which a 
woman had thrown her child over- 
board and drowned it iu tbe Dela- 
ware between Philadelphia and Cam- 
den. 
Roe was airested in Philadelphia 


and taken to Camden, and tried and 
convicted theie. On appeal to the 
Supreme Court this conviction wan set 
aside on the ground that Philadelphia 
alone had juiisdiotion. —Doylestown 
Intelligencer.

call other ideas. Thus the sight of an 
apple recalls an Idea of its taste, and 
this recalls other associated ideas. In 
this wny Hartley accounts for all hu- 
man emotions.—Milwaukee Sentinel.

VELOCITY OF LIGHT. 


Roemer'i 
Early 
Calculation Have 


Stood the Te»t of Time. 


The first astronomer to demonstrate 


satisfactorily tlie speed of light was 
Ole Roemer, a Scandinavian scientist 
wbo read his immortal paper on this 
subject before the Academy at Paris 
July 22, 1075. 
Roemer'8 calculations 


and conclusions have stood the test 
of time and subsequent investigations 
on all Important points. 


Knowledge as to tbe velocity or 


Ight was of tremendous importance to 
astronomical science, since it enabled 
astronomers to estimate accurately the 
enormous distances with which their 
science deals. Roemer found that tight 
traveled at the rate of 180,000 miles In 
a second. The sun. being distant from 
:be eartb 02.000,000 miles, flashes light 
:o us in eight minutes and fourteen 
seconds.
